NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

With Prinee Bismarck’s resignation the history of Europe opens a new 
page and one of which the tenor cannot be awaited without anxiety. His 
personality, far more than any particular line of policy, has for a quarter of 
a century been the leading factor in continental affairs, and no success or 
however true to his traditions, will enjoy the same confidence or wield the 
same influence. Towards the Jews the ex-Chancellor has always preserved an 
attitude of reserve, although he has more than once given his intimates to 
understand that he is not enamoured of them. Lasker, Bamberger, Loewe, 
Jacoby, and Singer, have ranked among his most powerful political opponents. 
On the other hand, he has been on friendly terms with Baron von Bleichroder, 
and le at one time confided the management of his private finances to the 
late Baron Carl Von Rothschild of Frankfort, while he had Jewish 
tenants on his Pomeranian estates, of whom he always’ spoke 
in favourable terms. At the present moment it is also interesting to recall 
his early association with Lassalle, and to this intimacy has been 
traced the particular form of Socialism which Bismarck favoured. 
Of the Jews generally, however, he had no high opinion, and he 
shared the views of the anti-Semites in their estimate of Jewish 
patriotism. “ The Jews,” he once said to Dr. Moritz Busch, “ are a 
“ort ol universal-EKuropean cosmopolitan nomads. They belong to the whole 
world and hang together throughout the whole world.” - This opinion perhaps 
accounts for theapathy with which he regarded the anti-Semitic agitation, 
hever raising his voice either for or against the movement which the then Crown’ 
Prince declared to be “a disgrace to Germany.” It must also be remembered 
that the Jews were largely represented among his political opponents, and he 
himself laid it down as a principle that when a politician finds it useful for his 
political adversaries to be ill-nsed, he is justified in conniving at such ill-usage 
apart from any consideration of personal vengeance or party> passion. 

The cireumstances in which two of our Synagogue tunes have become 
part of the repertory of the sacred music of the Court may be gathered from 
another column. One might have expected that, considering the subjects of 
the Tableaux, some of the phrases introduced in the reading of the 
“Megillah” would have been chosen; but we must confess that both Mr. 
lenry Lazarus and Mr. George Miller displayed great discrimination in their 
Selection of the Hebrew melodies asked for by H. R. H. Princess Beatrice. 
And it bears witness to the fine musical acumen of the talented Bandmaster 
of the Portsmouth Division, Royal Marine Light Infantry, that he should 
nave chosen as a representative ancient hebrew melody, the one which both 
tS intrinsic merits and its associations have so pre-eminently endeared to 
ourselves, The Yigdal of our most solemn services, New Year, Kippur, 
and Rejoicing of the Law, is fittingly written in that tenderly plaintive scale 
Which specialists regard as the peculiarly Jewish one. For contrast, the other 
melody chosen had of course to be at the same time brighter in tone and from 
the pen of a modern composer. Naturally thename of Mombach would oceur as 
that of the typical Anglo-Jewish writer. We are not prepared to assert that 
the Hody for New Moon is the most melodious, or even the most characteristic, 
2 his themes ; but considering that the melody has since been adopted for 
a“ Kyrie,” that is to say, to express the sentiment conveyed in the Hebrew 
Yerse at the close of the Hallel commencing “Onno,”to which the phrase was 
originally composed, the particular selection can be understood. ye believe 

‘Ss the first time that this Mombach melody has been chosen as a 
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representative synagogue tune, The old Yigdal however has appeared in this 
character more than once—in one of Max Bruach’s transcriptions, for instance, 
and notably in Asger Hamerik’s “ Trilogie Judaiqne.” 


It is a rather unnsual thing for a non-Jewish writer in this country to 
utilize the modern history of the Jews for the purpose of illustrating the 
Gospel narratives. This has just been done, however, by the Unitarian Pro- 
fessor J. Estlin Carpenter, in his new book on the origin and relations of 
* The First Three Gospels.” Prof. Carpenter quotes largely from Mr. 8S. 
Schechter’s inspiring paper on the “ Chassidim,” which was read at Jews’ 
College and published in our columns. He draws, or rather suggests, a 
parallel between the miracles attributed to Israel Baalshem and those that 
occur inthe New Testament. ‘ There is no difficulty,” says Prof. Carpenter 
“in separating Israel's teachings from his miracles. In the same way, while 
many of the Gospels narrate with undying beauty the impression made by the 
personality of Jesus, it will be found that his religion is not involved in the 
stories of his mighty works.” It is not only Unitarians who nowadays 
speak in this strain, of miracles and their relation to the religious teaching for 
which they once constituted the strongest sanction. As Prof. Carpenter well 
says, one of the most striking points about miracles is the rapidity with which 
belief in them spreads, It is mainly by a scientific investigation of marvels of 
modern date that the genesis of older forms can be thoroughly ascertained. 


The alarming proportions that the destruction of trees has attained in 
many parts of the world occupied the attention of the Colonial Institute last 
week. Dr. Schlich forcibly proved the fatal eonseqnences of this tendency if 
left unchecked. New settlers are most reckless in clearing their landof trees 
to allow of the production of more profitable crops. But this) policy often 
defeats itself. The destruction of trees sooner or later impoverishes the soil 
and, as in St. Helena and-in the Barbary States, has converted feriile gardens 
into deserts. The destruction even of an enemy s tree was forbidden im 
Deuteronomy (XX, 19-20), “for the tree of the field is man’s life.” This, of 
course, only refers to fruit trees, but the loving regard felt for trees generally 
in Palestine is shown bythe fact that there are some still extant in that 
country which are credibly believed to have reached an age of some thirty 
centuries. Historical, and even sacred, are hesides con- 
nected with most of them. The chief preventive to eagerness for tree 
planting is the fact that timber is so very long in maturing. Thus, an oak 
takes about a century and a half to become of real use as timber. But surely 
the present generation owes some thought to those that are to follow. One 
of the most pathetic leyends in the Talmnd points this very moral, Choni 
Hamaagal fell asleep for seventy years in order that he might on AV aking 
find that the trees planted in his youth were now of the utmost service to 
man. ‘My fathers planted for me; shall I not plant for my children ?” asks 
the Jewish legend. The use of tree-lore in the Midrash is remarkably wide ; 
the symbolical application to Israel in particular being strikingly interesting. 
It might be well to revive a wedding custom in accordance with which a tree 
was planted at the birth of every child, male or female, W hen the children 
grew up and were married, the bride’s wreath was formed of leaves intertwined 
from her own and her husband’s tree. This custom which was adopted also 
by Jews, is, we believe, still maintained in some parts.

WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir, —The complacent way in which we pride ourselves upon our charitable 
institutions is no doubt extremely gratifying toour feelings. But I am bound to 


“say that the few who interest themselves actively in our public schools have but 


little to be thankful for when the communal self-laudation is put to the test. When 
last year, the Solicitor General kindly undertook to preside at a dinner in aid of the 
funds of the Westminster Jews’ Free School, I was met on all sides with the remark 
that my school was now placed on such a firm pedestal that I should never have 
any further trouble in obtaining adequatersupport from the public. This year I 
issued my usual appeal, stting forth the acknow‘edged claims of the echool, and 
giving the remarkable resulta achieved at the annual inspection, After an interva 
of several we: k:, and in response to my earnest solicitation for £1,000, to free us 
from debt and to enable us to carry on the usual work of the school during the 
current year, I have received the munifieent sum of £350, iocluding over £80 from a 
quarter which never has to be appealed to in vain for any good object. I leave iy 
to the conscience of that large majority of the Jewish public which support volun. 
tary schools, to decide whether such a result is creditable to its vaunted affection for 
an old-established and most meritorious institution. What makes the lot of a 
manager of our schools so very hard is the fact, that beyond having to make an 
urgent arpeal for funds, importuna*e letters have afterwards to be written to so 
many, who, from sheer carelessness, throw the said appealinto that most popular 
and portable insti(ution, the waste paper basket. A word of remonstrance from me 
and (may I hope) of sympathy from you, will perhaps help us in this, our time of 
d're need,

THE DESIRABLE UNION BETWEEN EAST AND WEST. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Si1r,—The consideration jointly by representatives of the United Synagogue and 
of the Federation of the requirements of the East End, seems to me to be an oppor- 
tunity which it would be criminal not to use for an earnest effort to bring the two 
bodies into harmonious working. , 

I never was an admirer of the scheme which instituted the United Synagogue 
as I believed it to be the certain cause of the dying out of what is known 4a, 
‘Shoolism,” and consequently responsible to a great extent for the empty benches 
in our synagogues which we so much deplore. On the other hand I believe that the 
Federation was formed more with a view of opposition to the United Synagogue 
than with a promise of utility to that class which it was supposed to be likely to 
benefit. I may claim therefore that my suggestions comeifrom an anbiassed source: 
and not less from a candid critic. 

There are afew main principles which would have to be agreed to by both 
sides ; but even this can only be attained if each side is willing to yield a little to 
the other. Accomplished facts must be accepted, and from them the future action 
must be arranged on a basis which shall be fair and reasonable to each, The 
Federation should agree to re-také the name of “ Federation of Minor Synagogues,” 
or else adopt the name of “ Federation of Chevras” ; it should be affiliated to the 
United Synagogue, Lut have reserved to it a considerable independence. The 
Council of the Federation should continue on lines similar to those now existing, but 
from that Council representatives should be sent to the Council of the United 
Synagogue ; thus both local management would be preserved, and local matters 
kept under the purview of the Central body, The Federation should be debarred 
from including within its fold any but Chevras, so as not to conflict or compete 
with the United Synagogue in this respect. Arrangements should be made by 
which no Chevra would be permitted to exist unless it were ata safe and sanitary 
meeting-place, and one at which the services were decorously conducted. 

The Federation might be allowed to appoint their own Rabbi, who might under 
certain conditions, be one of the Dayanim, but who should:always owe allegiance to 
the Chief Rabbi similarly to the ministers of the United Synagogue. 

A new Benefit Society should be founded and worked on thoroughly business 
principles, and into such new society should be merged all the existing small benefit 
societies which may be attached to the Chevras, all existing rights and privileges 
of present members being preserved. 

These are a few leading points to be considered, Matters of detail affecting 
Burial, Representation, and Finance, would be easy to settle if the main issues were 
agreed upon. How could it be brought about? 1 believe only by entrusting the 
drafting of ascheme toa few impartial but capable gentlemen who are likely to 
have some influence in obtaining some concessions from each side, The leaders have 
unfortunately got too far apart to expect them to meet amicably in conclave, but I 
feel sure that if acommon ground could be provided, each side could and would 
advance to form an alliance between East and West which would be as bene- 
ficial to the one as to the other.

CHANGES IN THE RITUAL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—The correspondence of the last few weeks in your columns has so0 far 
cleared the ground that the only excuse for my trespassing upon your space is to 
add numerical weight to that majority which already shows that the ministers, as 
specialists, are not less discontented with several details of the ritual in vogue than 
are so many of their congregants, not all of whom perhaps can be equally classed as 
“experts” in queston. By many i: dividuals the unsatisfying, nay the irri- 
tating, effects of portions of the liturgy are experienced only at periodical intervals; 
in the minister's mind such sentiments are aroused at least once every day, Ordinary 
worshippers have always the resource of abstaining from participation in a rite or 
in a prayer that touches tecir sense of the unreal instead of their devotional] feeling, 
Yet for the minister there exists not this safety valve of silence, bis lips must utter 
that which his intellect debars his heart from feeling, Similarly with observances 


that are not essentially Jewish. The London minister must commence Sabbath 
while the sun is still above the horizon, although the strictest congregation jy 
Poland may consider the same hour as belonging to the sixth day. He must perform 
grotesque geometrical gymnastics with his Lulab, although the sacred verses reciteg 
at the moment may turn his mind to thoughts of gleeful gratitude. He must 
repeatedly declare before his Maker that every member of the house of Israel writhes 
in sorrowful suffering at moments when he knows that he and his at least are happy in 
comfort and peace. Such a minister, not less than any of his congregation, jj) 
have been born a free Briton, bis echool and college training will have filled him 
with the political sense of his native air, every breath of which will have whispered 
to him: Jf you do rot value such and such a thing, you have your constitutional 
remedy. His special training asa Jeaish minister will have enabled him aboys 
anything else to decide which of the customs, the rites, the liturgies, of his people 
are of human origin, which of divine, Such a man cannot with self-respect induce 
himself to say : Although as regards secular matters of human origin, I know it ty 
be my duty to call for the remoral of that which is distasteful to me, yet in religioys 
matters of equally human origin, I nevertheless believe it to be my duty to call for 
the retention of that which is distasteful to me. Sir, no Englishman will endure 
the cast-iron tyranny of men of other days, other climes, other surroundings, and qs 
a natural consequence’ other {sentiments. If the institutions of medievalism jp. 
prison the longings of his soul, they will inevitably burst these bonds and soar freely 
into the lofty ether. These to whom such institutions provide sufficient spiritya) 
food, have on their part every right to adhere to them, for it should need no second 
Bath-Kol to remind Jews again that “ both of these contrasting views are aspirations 
after the living God,” 

One word in conclusion. I believe my own particular congregation to be 
neither more nor less pious than those of the other constituent synagogues. But 
this I know well—that of the compact band of regular attendants at the low) 
service and observant Jews in their homes, quite an overwhelming majority fee! 
that the present liturgy needs very considerable modification before it can adequately 
interpret their actual religious sentiments.

Sin,—I have read with very great interest the nurnerous letters and articles 
which have appeared in your valuable paper on the above subject, and although 
most of the writers differ as to how to remedy the existing evil, all are agreed upon 
one point, viz., that Judaism is suffering from terrible weakness and apathy. The 
principal reason is the irreligious atmosphere in which the young are brought up, 

Parents too often are indifferent whether their children receive sufficien: 
instruction in Hebrew and Religion. All other branches of education are carefully 
looked after, but it is not so with Hebrew and Religion. You often hear it sail 
that this boy or that girl has already quite enough work to do without undertaking 
the study of Hebrew and Religion, and arguments are put forth that it is of no 
practical use in after life, especially soin the case of girls. Here we arrive at the very 
root of the evil. The girls of to-day who are to be the mothers of to-morrow ought 
to be thoroughly familiar with our Holy Faith, so that they may be able to train up 
their children in the way they should walk, 

Great responsibility rests with mothers of the present age, and it is to them 
that we must look, in a great measure, to bring about a change for the better. 
The mother who is constantly with her child from its cradle can by example and 
careful training infuse more religious fervour than eloquent preachers and diligent 
teachers,; while the father is very often engaged away from home, and does not 
often see his children during the week. 

Religion must be taught by example and practice, It is useless to hope that 
grand temples with all the attractions that human ingenuity can contrive, and the 
great changes and reforms spoken of or contemplated will ever remedy the evil 
unless parents themselves take the initiative.

Sirn,—Although at the recent Conference of the Visitation Committee. several 
clerical speakers referred incidentally to the anomaly existing in our community, of 
the combination in one person of the diverse offices of Minister and Secretary, yet ! 
am sure you will earn the grateful acknowledgement of every such official in the 
service of the Anglo-Jewish community for your kind assistance in advocating in 
the Note of the Week the abolition of that incongruous combination. It is by no 
means anew grievance under which certain ministers find that they are labouring, 
but it is one which they have been patiently enduring, simply because the eyes of 
the community have not been opened to this glaring anomaly. This season of the 
year, especially, when the half-yearly accounts are issued to members, can tell its 
old tale of many a heartburn, an annoyance, an insult levelled at one to whom the 
congregants should look up with no other feelings but those of respect, and towards 
whom the minister should harbour no thoughts other than those of peace and 
goodwill. It isnot too much to expect in a public official that ‘‘ whatever his hands 
find to do he should do with all his might,” and in the most perfect and thorough 
manner. Now, I would ask, is it possible that a man who should strive to attain 
the highest ideal of a minister of God can at the same time be an efficient and 
successful man of business, or vice versa! How can sermons be anything but dull, 
commonplace, and patched if they have to be composed at intervals, hurriedly 
snatched from the office table?) The hardship of the combination presses most heavily 
for another reason, viz., that just at those seasons of the year in which the Secretary 
is most worked, at those same seasons the Minister's functions are most arduous and 
trying. You rightly refer to the great extension of duties connected of late years 
with the position of Minister, those outside the walls of the synagogue and the desk 
of the office. Such duties go on increasing year by year, and although I shall per 
haps be told that the officers of the United Synagogue have guarded themselves by 
inserting a clause that ministers be expected to perform any such work as they may 
hereafter be called upon to do (which may mean ad infinitum), yet, I think it would 
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raceful act, nay, an act of fairness to such ministers, at all events, who, by 
: o lly taking upon themselves work in every department of communal activity, 
ye pediant: ministers in the true senre of the word, if the Council of the 
net Synagogue would also make to them an extension of privilege or indulgence 
ss adlees them of a portion of their duties for which they are fitted neither by 
7 or by inclination.

They are, of course, the best judges of whether he is, or is not, worthy of such 
censure. But one is very much inclined to ask to what degree have the Committe® 
themselves contributed to his neglect, by not placing sufficient labour at his disposal] 
and bya lack of proper supervision ! 

Iam told that in the Christian cemetery adjoining, the Ctairman of the Burial 
Roard visits the ground once a month and sees that those in charge have performed 
their duties in a proper manner. 

I would earnestly suggest the adoption of a similar course by our Buria} 
Committee.

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THE JEWS OF RUSSIA, 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


ST. PETERSBURG, 15th Manca, 1890. 


Now, when it Is the fashion to abuse the middle-man right and left. it 
we gi wuss. The middle-man of Russia is the Jew. for 
4 e a dispute that in those parts of Russia where the 
accursed Jew is allowed to dwell the material condition of the peasant Is exe ep 
tionally flourishing. Indeed the (sra,danin. which Is ane of tin’ Trost 
anti-Semitic papers, says frankly that in these districts the condition of the peasant 
IS most satisfactory. « Indeed, says this journal, “if it were not for the presence 
of the grasping Jews the peasants would be almost wealthy.” 

Phe Jew is, however, most necessary to the Russian peasant. Although not 
permitted to be so by the law, which he generally knows how to evade. the Jew 
always manages to be the de facto if not the de jure owner Of the village pot- 
house, an Institution which SeTVes many useful purposes, it is at orce the exchange, 
the loan office and the meeting place of the village. Llere may be obtained all 
manner of useful information. The Jews by his frequent Visits to. town acts as 
the connecting link between town and country. reports the prices that prevail, and 
performs countless necessary commissions, In short he is the middle-man of *° 
the Russian peasant, and by his noxious intervention causes the latter to flourish 
and prosper. And yet this is the man whom the Russian Government is never 
tired of persecuting, and whom it would like to see completely exterminated ! 

A rather complicated case is reported from Odessi. An Austro-Hungarian 
subject, a Jew, obtained permission to trade in the’ town, and for this purpose 
sought to acquire a house, a building-site, but the public notary refused to execute 
the deed of sale on the ground that although the Jew had obtained the right to 
trade lie had not reeeived permission to own land, for which he ought to send in 
a separate petition. The Jew, however, took a different view and proseented the 
notary for criminal refusal to do his dutv. The case went throngh several courts 
but finally th plaintiff had the satisfaction of winning it. 

From every part of Southern Russia reports arrive of the poverty and misery 
of the Jewish population. In the streets of Mogilaf®¥ hundreds of Jews daily 
wander about in search of bread : the of most places.

The follow.ng ts the Report of Her Majesty's Inepector on his recent inspection 
at the Jews’ Free School. Bell L, ine, Spitalfields —_— 

Boys ScHoo..—Standard work a3 a whole is taught with wonderful accuracy 
and thoroughness, there being a marked improvement inthe lower part of the school. 
Recitation is thoroughly satisfactory, special suecess attending the study of the 
meaning of the lines recited. Very good progress has been made in Grammar and 
Geography alike, but. there is some inequality shown in these The diffi- 
culties arising from poverty are well met by the benevolence of the managers, the 
large foreign element and the supervision of nearly fifty classes spreading over a 
large area render the work of the Head Master and. the able Vice-Master most 
arduous. .The results secured must be mest gratifying to them and their staff ; but 
their best reward is to be found in the deep and uniform interest taken by the 
scholars in their work throughout the school. 

GIRLS’ ScHooLt.—Reading is barely good in the First Standard, and few pro- 
blems are solved in the Third and Fourth Standards. In all other respects the 
Standard work is most satisfactory. In the Fifth Standard, Compesition presents 
difficulties, but here and upwards the elementary work is of remarkably merit, the 
class subjects furnish very good results, though the number of classes renders it 
difficult to secure equal!y good work throughout. This school is, as ever, remark- 
able for the excellence of its discipline. The children are happy and take a keen 
jnterest in their work.

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A SABBATH SERVICE AT PORTSMOUTH PRISON. 


BY A VOLUNTARY WORSHIPPER, 


Taking advantage of his visit to Portsmouth for the of reconi- 
cecrating the venerable Synagogue in that borough, the Rev. Dr. Adler imposed 
on himself on Sabbath morning an inexpressibly sad mission. It has been my. 
jot to be present at iiany religious services of other than a joyous character ; 
never have I attended one so solemn and impressive as that which was held | last 
Sabbath within the walls of the prison at Portsmouth. Accompanied by his host, 
Mr. A. Leon Emanuel, and a few other visitors from London, Dr. Adler pro- 
ceeded early in the morning to the prison, and following in the wake 
of the Jewish convicts we riade our way into the Synagogue, which 
has been fittel up with the greatest taste by the authorities of the 
ach There is nothing in the appearane? of the little house of God itself to 
Hlétiote the nature of its surroundings. No bars are there to the windows through 
which the sun shone brightly, its rays giving light and hope to those who through 
their own volition had made their lives so dark. Except a narrow gangway there 
was nought that separated the ordinary congregants from the casual worshippers 
of the day ; but the dress of the former told but too plainly of the moral gulf 
that divided them. And yet when Mr. Emantel, who for upwards of a 
quarter of a centory has acted as Honorary Prison Chaplain, commenced the 
regular Sabbath Morning Service, and his congregation, twenty-three all told, 
joined with us in the responses, we all entphatically felt the truth of the saying 
RIOD. «This feeling was, if anything intensified by the unpressive 
manner in Which they repeated the Shemang after their Chaplain, who it may 
here be remarked is a Chazan of great attainments, and one who would be a 
credit to any of our metropolitan congregations. If this be true of Mr. Emanuel, 
it is equally true of his choir, which he has trained with such excellent effect that 
it would put to shame many a highly paid Synagogue choir in London. How 
touching was it to hear 7393) sang to the time-honotird melody associated 
with Passover ; how ead was it to remember that, while this coming festival 
commemorated the birth of Israel's freedom, these unfortunate descendants of the 
people led out by Moses from Egypt had so recklessly flung away years 
of Thbertw fro lives that might have been so honourable to themselves and to 
ther connections, Searcely & moment passed without some such thoughts as 
these flitting across our minds. On the other hand it was -oothing to witness how 
in the presence of God all his creatures high and low, good and bad, are alike. 
the Alinemmmar, during the Reading of. the Law creditably performed by Mr. 
lreilich, one of the students of Aria College, freeman an bondsman stood 
side by side, the one called up to the Sepher with as much honour, and receiving 
the same blessing as the other. It may have been this sense of equality or some 
other less detinable cause, but it was with somewhat lighter hearts that we after- 
Wards mingled our voices with those of the choir in the singing of Psalms 
and Hymns to tunes with which we are all so familiar. How admirably, too, 
were they led by their fugleman, a young man religiously brought up, whose 
early years were full of promise, and whose excellent solo singing deeply 
inoved us, 
But the sermon after all, in which Dr. Adler excelled himself, was ihe chord 
that stirred our deepest emotions. Not far did Dr, Adler have to seek for his 
text, It Was at han 1. with stertiing appropriateness, in the Haphtorah of the 
day. Kt was ono of the prophet Ezekicl’s admonitions to the Israelites on account 
of their wickedness, and the « msequent profanation of the name of God among 
the nations in which they dwelt. In plain, homely language did Dr. Adler 
address his unhappy audience, No harsh words fell from his lips; his whole 
heart went out to them in words such as a loving parent would utter in’ chiding 
an erring child. “ Brethren of the House of Israel.” and “ My dear friends,” 
Thies Were the ipep) Hlations which the pre tcher bestowed on the prisoners, * What 
an afte ting opening was that in which he contrasted the congregation of that 
day M ith these whom he was in the habit of addressing on Saturdays and who on 
leaving the synagogue could look forward to the delights of the Sabbath, the 
real POY’ 3. But if they to whom he spoke could not enjoy the Sabbath 
literally, they could do so spiritu ily even in tle loneliness of their cells by looking 
tp to God for comfort and guidance. In terms none the lesa emphatic because of 
their simplicity, he impressed on them hew by their sins they had been guilty 
olen, Ww Lie Whole Jewish race Were reproached when one of their 
number conunitted a crime against their fellow man, a crime that was intensified, 
he took care to‘remark, when the victim was of another creed. To show what 
sicrifices had been made for BUA WIP, Dr. Adler related the story of the mar- 
tyrdom in the Middle Ages of two young Jews at Worms in order to save the 
entire congregation from expulsion if not extermination. It was, however, no 
longer necessary to die for their religion ; let them live for it, and for those to 
whom he appealed it was even now not too late. He bade them 
take hope from the words of Ezekiel ; “ I will sprinkle upon you clean water and 
¥S shall be clean. And I will give you a new heart and a ‘new spirit will I put 
within you ; aml Il will remove the heart of stone out of your flesh, and T will 
give you a feart of flesh . .. . Then shall ye remember your ways that were 
evil, and your doings that were not good ; and ve shall be wroth with vourselves 
on account of your iniquities and on account of your abominations.” ‘Dr. Adler 
urged them. therefore. that on leavi 1g their gloomy abode thev should turn their 
backs on their miserable past and should enter on a new life in far-off lands. 
whither they would be assisted to go by their true friend, Mr. Emanuel, and by 
the United Synagogue, whose representative (Mr. P. Ornstien) was one of those 
present at the service. The finale to the sermon, astirring and beautiful prayer con- 
eluding with the benediction of the Cohanim, was sublime in its Lm pressi veness, 
There was not a dry eve Wm our s<tnall party, and the sobs of several 
of the Presoners, the unrest of others, and the wrapt attention with 
which all of the. kept their eves fixed throughout on Dr. Adler. made it evident 
that his gentle words had touched even their hard hearts. Who knows 
but mayhap from that moment the germs of a better life were implanted in the 


breasts ol Bote of that unhappy band, Phe singing of Adon Milam, to the melody 
now used in nearly all our Synagog 


+}. gues, brought the service to a conclusion, and 
then, familiar sound, ihe greeting “ good Shobbos ” was pronounced by several 
lips. But all Was nol yet OVE. With the considerateness which is BO) character- 
istic of the officials of the gaol, any prisoner who was so disposed was permitted 
to speak to Dr. Adler privately in’ an adjoining ante-room, and several of them 
availed themselves of this privilege, the Shammas of the congregation, who is 
said to beara good prison reputation, conversing with us in the meantime about 
some Of his companions. Not even when we once more breathed the fresh air of 
liberty could we altogether shake off the unutterable sadness that pervaded us 
and it was the unspoken wish of at ieast one of us that, grievous as it is to Jews 
to hear of the demolition of a Synagogue, the day might not be far off when 
for lack of worshippers the Synagogue at the Portsmouth Prison would be 
dismantled and closed. 


No words of iuine can doy justive to the extraordinary self-sacritice and 


Willis, 
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devotion, probably unequalled, shown by Mr. A. Leon Emanuel in his efforts t, 
brighten the dark lot of his unfortunate co-religionists in the prison. Week jy 
week out, early and late, he is in their midst comforting them spiritually and pro. 
moting their interests materially. He has his reward in the respect in which |e 
is held by his fellow-townsmen of all creeds, especially by the gaol authorities, 
and above all in the gratitude, of which he lately has had remarkable proof, of 
some of those who through his help are now leading nobler lives in countries 
remote from the scene of their transgressions. 


RECONSECRATION OF PORTSMOUTH SYNAGOGUE, 
[By ovr Speciat Rerorren. | 


The Ceremony of reconsecrating the Synagogue in Queen Street, Porteea, aftxr 
undergoing repairs and renovation necessary ina building existing for 150 years 
was performed on Sunday afternoon by the Rev. Dr. Adler. His visit to the borongh 
which extended from Friday afternoon till Monday morning was by no means » 
sinecure. On Sabbath morning, Dr. Adler attended service for Jewish Convicts as 
the prison which I describe in a separate communication, Immediately aftr 
lunch he was present at the afrernoou servios in Aria College, when Mr. Walter 
Levin, one of the students, preached a sermon, in which he dwelt on the consolation 
the study of the Law afforded to those who walked in the paths it marked out for 
them. From the College Dr. Adler went to the Vestry Room of the Synagoyue. 
where he was joined by Mrs. Adler, in order to examine the children of the Religions 
Classes. Aftera thorough examination Dr. Adier came to the conclusion that while 
the teachers conacien iously performed their duties the standard attained was not high. 
This result he attributed to the irregular attendsnce of the pupils, and in his sermon 
on Sunday afterncoa in the Synagogue, he earnestly impressed on Jewish parents 
the necessity of carr; ing out their daty towa’ds their children in regard to religious 
instruction. On Sunday morning Dr. Adler presided at a meeting of the Trustees of 
Aria College, when Michael Henry Phillips, son of the Rey. Phillips, and Mordeca 
Goldinan, s nof Mr. Isaac Goldman. were elected students of ithe institution. To 
all these gatherings Dr.Adler was accompauvied by Mr. A. Leon Emanuel, whos 
guests he and Mrs, Adler were during their stay at Portsmouth. 

The cost of renovation of the Synagogue has exce ded £1,000. Throngh the 
untiring energy of Mr. A. Leon Emanuel, the Senior Warden, assisted by others in the 
executive, all but £130 has been collected to meet the expenditure incurred. 
Lord Rothschild headed the list with £200 ; and among the non Jewish-donors were 
Sir Henry Drummond Wo/ff, British Minister at Teheran, “* A Roman Catholic 
friend" (who gave £25) Admiral Sir J, E. Commerell, Sir H. Fitawygram, M_P., 
Sir William Crossman, M.P., General Sir Leicester Smyth, General Sir G. I. 
and several members of the Corporation. Dr. Adler has earnestly 
appealed to the generosity of the Congregation and to friends elsewhere 
to contribute the deficiency so as to remove the burden of debt from the 
Synagogue. In another direction commendable zeal was shown by the ladies of the 
congregation, who, presided over by Mrs. A. Leon Emanuel, worked twelve of the 
plush mantles that adorned the Scrolls of the Law at the Ceremony. Seven of these 
mantl«s, as well as the bandsome and tastefully designed maroon velvet curtain for 
the ark and covering to match for the Reading Desk (both tne work of Mr. Phillip 
Vallentine), are the gift of the lacies of the c 14> eg The other presents were a 
curtain for the Ark, and cover for the Reading Desk by Mr’. Abraham Myers and 
family “ In Memoriam,” three mantles, two by Mrs. Philip Tobias, and one by Mrs. 
J. Tuchmann, thirteen wrappers for the Sepharim, by Mr. and Mrs. Rosenbloom, an 
iron safe by Mr. Louis A. Nathan, of Londen ; a havdsome brass perpetual lamp, by 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Leon Emanuel, a bass pulpit, by Mr. A, Leon Emanuel, 
“ In Memoriam; January 4th, 1887.” The flooring of the Synagogue has been 


replaced by mosaic pavement, the buildiag has been reseated in pitch 
ine, comfortably padded with plush velvet cushions. Sixty additional 
adies’ seata have been provided in the galleri s, and the means of ingress 


and egress have been considerably improved. The chief upholstering work was executed 
by Mr. Bernstein, of Queen Street, The new reading Desk is of solid matmgany. 
The ark which is the identical one that formed part of the Syoayoygue, originally built 
on the ssme site nearly two centuries ago, has been entirely and artistically 
redecorated. The interior, when viewed from the door facing the Ark, presented on 
Sunday afternoon a very fine appearance, and reflected every credit on ail who had 
been engaged in the work of redecoration. 

The ceremony was attended by a number of visitora from London, including the 
Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Adler, Mr. and Mrs. Simeon Lazares, Mr. B. W. Levy, Mr. L. A. 
Nathan, Mr. P. Ornstien, Mr. M. Stephany, Mr. P. Vallent ne, and by several 
Christian friends. In the wardevu’s pew, sat Sir William Kiog, thrice Mayor 
of Portsmouth, who on the previous evening hai dined with Mr, and 
Mrs. Emanuel to weet their London friends; and dispersed among the 
ordinary congregation were Colonel Owen, who spegially travelled from 
Liphook, Captain Haldane, Mr. 8. P. Knight, Mr. W. Payne, and other local 
celebrities. The actual service calls for little notice. It was conducted by the Rev. 
I. Phillips, assisted by the Rey. L Tachmann, and by asmali voluntary choir, trained 
for the occasion and directed by Mr. P. H. Emanuel], who entirely threw him-elf into 
this by no means easy labour. The singing of the choir would have been more 
effective had there bern no harmonium accompaniment. The customary circuits 
with the Scrolls of the Law showed that the Portsmouth Congregation is the p sscesor 
of no less than fourteen Sepharim, a very large number for a provincial Synagogue, 
and exceeded by but very few in London itself. 

The dedicatory sermon was preached with his accustomed eloquent force 
by the Rev. Dr. Adler, who took as his text the 21th verse 6th chapter of Deuteronomy, 
“ And the Lord commanded us to do all these etatutes, to fear the Lord our 
God for our g od always, that He might preserve us alive as it is at this 
day.’ Some of them, he said, perhaps might wonder what was the use of 
the statut-s imposed upon them, requising as they did much time and expen- 
diture of money. But he reminded them that it was by these very statu'es 
that their religious unity had been maintained through ages. When their 
ancestors were in the Holy Land they had the Temple of Jerusalem for a nations! 
savctuary, but when Israel was scattered to the four corners of the globe there 
was danger, great danger, that the remembrance and koowledge of their religion 
should fall from their hearts and the hearts of their children. But the observances 
of their faith had ever proved golden links that bound them to the throne of 
Hieaven, and had pre-erved the unity of Israel all over the world. Other na ions 
had suffered shipwreck on the ocean of time and their places knew them no more, 
but even with the loss of national iadependence and the destruction of the Temple 
Israrl had no fear, for each home in which was celebrated the simple yet solemo 
rites of his faith became a temple holy aud consecrated. Some might say—would 
it not be better to liveas we list, and do not these observances tend to make u% 
gloomy end unbappy!’ He contended that that was false of #11 religions worthy of the 
pame. It was the purpose of every religion to reetrain and constrain, to check the 
unlawful passions by wholesome coercion. Their religion was a religion of life, of 
life strengthened and constrained by Heaven. Religion Ipid down a strict ove 
for their ethical guidance, but their fluctuating impressions, swayed as they were 
hy every wind of doctrine, were not sufficient to regulate their lives. What they 
needed was the unerring standard of a divine revelation. The truths it teaches 
filled their souls with awe and reverence, but they also inspired in them a profound 
sense of hope ard trust. Speaking of te restored Synagogue, Dr. Adler reminded 
them that ics beauty and ontward fairness would only then become of general 
value, if it were a symbol and a pledye of the increased love and reverence, the iaward 
seriousness and godly fear with which the congregation purposed henceforth to 
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— 
worship the Almighty in that hallowed shrine. He admonished them tocleanse their 
minds from all idle thoughts, and that they would have to purge their sou's from 
all low desires and un worthy imaginations if they wished that the words of theie 
mouth and the meditation of their heart be acceptable in the sight of God. 
The offering Up of the tupplications in all earnestne-s and sincerity 
was, however, but the means to an erd, Their assemblies for public 
worship must urge them to a more diligent performance of all the duties they 
owed ty God and to tnetr fellow-men, Most earnestly he besought them not to 

rmit the holy task of the religious instruction of their children to lanvuish. They 
should second the effort: of the teachers by tre small, still voice of their example, 
by the purity, the relf-denial, the integritr, the straightforwarduess of their da ly 
life, the ch erful readiness with which they kept Sabbath and festivals, and the 
diligence with which they laboured for the zood of thore who were ia sorrow ant 
distress. Thus w yuld they contribute to the prese:vatio: of Judaism, thus would 
they labour for the ongomivg of the re ignot trath and righteousness in tho lives 
and hearts of men, The prayer of dedication followed and concladed with the 
invoking of blessings on the congregation, the borough and its chief magistrate, 
the State and its Sovereign. 

The prayer for the Queen and the Royal Family was read by Dr. Adler, and the 
<orvi e, Which was not of too long duration, conclated with the singing of Psalm 
ijvand Yigdel. The Mayor subsequently expreseed his grateful recognition of his 
having teen mentioned by Dr. Adler in his prsyer. Owing tothe recent death of 
the Chief Rabbi, a public ranquet, which the coogrezation contemplated giving to 
celebrite the re-opening ef the synagogue was abandoned, but in the evening Mr. 
aud Mre. A. L. Emanuel gave a sali cinner-party at their residence. 


THE REV. S. SINGER ON PROFESSOR FRANZ DELITZSCH 
AND CHRISTIAN FRIENDS OF HEBREW LITERATURE. 


The Key. S. Singer preaching at the New West Ead Synagovoyue on Sabbath, 
from the text (Proverba xviii. 24) * There is a friend that sticketh closer than a 
brother,” remarked that, if Jews had enemies ani theie religion and literature 
detractors those who bar imper'ectly nudersto od them, it wasaleas true that 
they had had frieads and defenders outside their own body, men who had enligbt- 
ened not Gentiles alone but Jews al-oon the valne of the intellectual and moral 
treasures of which they were the depositaries. The teaching of their sages had been 
shat “Even the heathen who ocevpied himself with the Law was like the High 
Priest.” He was in trutha High Priest of the Religion of Humanity. Hard would 
it have fared with them if they had altozether lacked sich friends. Inu the strife 
of opirions and the warf+re of races, it hadi often hap ened that those who got the 
apper hand tried t» do more than destroy the bodies of the vanquished, Man's 
‘ghumenity toman had express-d itself at times by a blind «nd devouring rage 
against the inte lectual offspring of the defeated. That was afate from which the 


literatare of the Jews had not escaped. Chase was given from time to time to 
the treaeures of Jewish thought contained in the works th~y held most dear. The 
hant was u-ually led acd directed by renegade Jews, who showed their zeal for 
their new creed by unbounded hate of the old one. and by scenting out every live 
or word in whicha Pp ‘rverted or vicious i genuity coul! detect danxer or discredit t» 
the do pinant i uith, Mr Singer thea described the measures taken for the suppres- 
son of tre Talmud especially in the thirteeoth and sixtee ith c a, and 
an account ef the f ice and advoc cy of Jevw's literature Dy Joha Reuchlia, 
who taught tratell Chri-tian knowleige of the Bible dep»nded upon Jewish learn- 
ing, who had stadied the incriminated b wks for himself, aud fonud them not only 
harmless but full of precions material, who maintain:d that to barn books was not 
to refate them, and whose mott> it was, “ | h noor St. Jerom.asan angel, I value 
Nicolaus de Lyra as a master, but | worship Truth as my God.” The p-eacher then 
referred to the services rendered to Hebrew literature sinc: Reuchlin'’s days by 
Christian scholars, sach +a the Buxtorfs, father, aon, and grandson, Scaliger, Suren- 
hays, Basnag’, Barrclocei, Wo'f, an4, in England, Selden, Pococke, Lightfoot, and 
others. Daing rec-nt years Christian students of Jewish literature in England as 
eleewhere Had n di-tan-ed our own brethren, though it wes pleasing to recall 
that their etudics had oecasioually been inspired and guided by Jewish teachers, like 
the learned Reader in Rabbinic at Cambridge, Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, whose death 
would be feit as a heavy loss to Jewish scholarship. 

“Within the last tew days,’’ Mr. Singer continued, “ Another friend of the 
Jews and their literature haa been taken from us, to whom | deem it not 
unfitting to pay in this place a humble tribute of resrect. Professor Franz 
Delitzsch began his active literary career at the age cf 23 with two remarkable 
publications, one a catalogue of the Hebrew MSS, in the Senatorial Libary of 
Leipsic, the other a history of Jewish poetry. The bent he t’us early manifested 
be followei with bat slight interruptions to the end of his carer. His knowleige 
of rabbinical Hebrew was probably unequalled among his Christian contemporaries. 
His contributions to Biblical Setence a: d to Jewish literature generally are monu- 
ments of scholarly industry and learning, and, what is asseredly not less valuable, 
of seholarly honesty. He was always correcting and improving upoo the earlier 
editions of his works es fresh light was borne in upon him, and, like ali 
men who love truth more than their favourite theories. and not think it their 
busin'ss to square the former to the latter, he was not asbamed to admit that his 
views on the very subjects on Which he was regarded aa an all but infallible autho- 
rity had undergone chinges aa years brought more wisdom. He could bend himself 
to the arduous toil of editing with scrupulous attention to ianumerable minute 
points of detail the text of books of the Hebrev Scriptures. He could civeiuto the 
depths of Jewish mediwval philosophy. He could peuetrate and unfold the 
mysteries of the Peycholegy of thé Bible. His commentarics are the admira‘ion of 
Biblical scholars throughout the world; he selec-ed the most d'fficult books to 
laminate by:his [ssiah, Psalms, Proverbs, Job, Lcciesisstes, 

Daniel. A strong creative and poetic faculty stood at his commard. In a little 
work on Jewish life during the latter days of the second Temple, and especially in 
one email chapter of the work, entitled ‘A June day in Jerusalem in the last devade 
CE.” he reconstructs out of materials gathered from a'l sources the actual state 
of society at that time in so wondrous a manner, that we are able t» see the whole 
scene before us, and can imagine oureelves moving about among other living 
hgurea, participating in the occupations, the amusements, the conversation, and the 
worship of our fathers in those far off days, big with fate for Israel and the world. 
His glorification of the ancient Jewish artisau and of the radvbinical estimate of tre 
dignity and s inetity of labour it warm: one’s heart to read. 
_. “In one of the last works thathe gave to the world, called “ I-is, or Studies in 
olour aud Talks about Flowers,” he shows the same loving sympathy for all things 
véwish. Thus, fo- instance, he bis a chapter iu that book on the colours employed 
in the Sanctuary (one of the subjects we nave just concluded reiding about in our 
Seriptural lessons), and while dealing with the symbolical meanixg of the ©olours 
used, notices the exclusion of black, yellow (gold excepted) and green. Why is 
this? § Darkness and Hades are black,’ says Delitasch,‘ but the Sanctuary is the 
dace of Him of whom the congregation sings: With Toee is the fountain of 
life; in Thy light do we see light. Mourning in feeling and in dress ts 
black, but the call which summons to the house of 01 hss for its keynote: Serve 
the Lord with gladness, come tefore His presence with singing. Yellow avd green 
are the colours of the earth; they are out of place where God sits between the 
aud beaven has come down to earth, Where everything is ap ttera and 
adow of heavenly things, and a flogernost pointing hesvenward. Lu another 
Part of the book he defends the rabbinio.! writings against the charge of being out of 
"YOparhy with poetry and nature, aad shows by most telling illustrat:ous bow bow

— Wri.ten it, and especially one who was a Christian of the Christians; 
strong in his own belief, and ds elrous that Jews should share his faith, but scorning 
ail unworthy means to attain his end, and to the last dezree just and chivalrous to 
those who differed from him. 

“ But while he tauzht Christians to approciate the moral and inteilectual trea- 
sures of the Jews, aod Jews to estimate better than most of them seem disposed, 
their own p ‘trimony, h- tendered them y-t another service for which the name of 
the Leips‘c I rofessor of Theology ought ever to be enshrined in the grateful memo- 
riea of the Je vish race. When the wir of anti-Semitiam broke out in Germany. and 
the vilest accusations, mace up in equal parts of ignorance, envy and unreasonip 
hatred were levelled against the Jewish citizens of that country, Delitzsch canated 
the lists on their behalf with a power, a fulness of knowledge and a weight of 
authority to which no one else vould pretend. An innate love of fairaess impelled 
him to take up their cause agaiust the calumnies of men like Rohling, the Catholie 
Professor at Prague, and Justus, a Jewish couvert to C .tholicism, who hal vilified 
the Jews ani their literature, and had even revived the charge, a hundred times 
exploted, of the use by Jews of Christisn blood for the purposes of their Pas-over 
observances. Withirresistible logic he refutes these slandere, and shows how much 
the Talmad is ma‘e to suffer through ignorance of its character and contents, 
through mutilation of the text, suppression of important parts, false interpretations 
and untenable inferences. ‘The morality of the Talmud is pare and rich enough, he 
maintains ; ifthere are bad Jews, they are so ia spite of the Talmud ; they disgrace 
Judaism equally with the rest of humanity. H- proves that the condemnation of 
idolaters (O52), common in Talmud and Midrash, has no reference to Christuans, 
though Jews in the Middle Ages might, he thinks, have found it difficult to dis- 
t nguish between idolatry and the Mar Qlatry, the saint, image and relic worship 
they saw going on aroundthm. In a spirit of justice, so rarely to be met with in 
relixious controversies, he insists that those who would sit in jadgment on them for 
clinging so tensciously to doctriues that do not commend themselves to Christiana, 
thould, betore passing sentence on them for their oodaracy and blindness, place 
themselves in the position of Jew s, aud look at those teachings from their et ind- 
point. 
3 Everywhere indeed the same true-hearted sympathy was manifested by him, 
yuite regardless of the fact that his attitude was one little calculated to promote 
his own interests or toadvance his p-pularity. The feelings with which he was 
imbued he did his best to ki: dle in others. Ina letter written by him in Hebrew 
to an eminent Jewish echolar, Wei-s of Vienna; he used these words: ‘ 1 have dune 
my beet to make all my disciples lovers of Israel.’ No child of loraecl assuredly will 
scruple to class such a man amoug those ‘ righteous Gentiles who have ashare in the 
life t» come, as none cou!d doubt that again and again he proved himself in t»id 
life‘a fr enithat sticketh closer than a brother!’ ”

an appeal for d nations to the amount «f £650, to meet the deficit on the year's 
working.

The entire cost of maintaining the inmates, 
together with the staff of officers and s-rvauts, and the necessery expenses 
vari 8 between £1,100 and £1,200 a year ; a cost bat little exveeding 220 per head 
perannum. In support of his appeal Mr. M» atta writes “I feel certain from my own 
fri quent personal v sits to tse Home, and trom my experience of ita administration 
for nearly twenty years pst, that the institution is wurke! mo-t effiviently, and as 
economically as possible, cousistently with the stcention that is pail to the inmates, 
and the comfort in which they live. I have no doubt of the good which is effected by 
providing for a de-erving class of our ave ad poor, an asylam in which they can 
be cared for in their declining years.”’ 

HAND-IN-HAND AND Wipows'’ Home. InstiTurion.—lIn anticipation of the 
Acnual General Court on Sn Committee have issued ;their report ‘and 


-balance sheet for the past year, The total number of inmat-s was raised to 44, singd 


reduced to 40, 22 men and 13 women, whose ages vary from 61 to 99 yeirs. The 
Conmittee regret toe considerable falling off in the aunual subscriptions, which in 
1584 exceeded £520, whereas in 1589 they were buta little over £400, Apart from 
the queation of the Subscriptions; the Committee state that they have every reason 
to congratulate themselves. The low rate of former years fur the keep of the 
inmat«s has not only teen maintained, bat, the average cost per head bas again 
been reduced. The total outlay for the maintenance of 40 inmat 8s was only £619, or 
a trifle under 8+. weekly per head, a3 again-t 5s. 61. during 1584 ; none of the com- 
forta of the Home have been curtiiled.an? the health of the inmate-, having ia mind 
their advanced age, has througho yt the year beea most satisfactors. During the 
present year 1590, the Hand -in - Hand will cel-brate the Such year of its establish- 
meut, and itis a happr coincidence that the year of its Jubilee shouli witness so 
important an advance in the u-efulness of the Cair.ty as the mauguration of & 
branch for paying inmates (fall particulars of which tre given in the report) 
which will add considerably to the importance of the Institution and materially 
enhance i's usefulness. The Committee intimate that they have still at their disposal 
accomodati-n fora few more inmates which they trust to be enabled to uulize 
during the coming year, and they look forward with confidence for that sympathy 
and suppert which the Charity so eminently deserves for the incalculable beneits it 
has conferred on the community durin: the fifty years of its useful existecce. The 
balance sheet shows an income of £595, including £110 subscriptions, £15) Ils. 
44. dividen?s, £127 leracies and gifts in Meworiam. and £1145 proceeds of toe 
President's Appeal. The exvenditure anouate! to £896 b7s. of which £419 was 
ordinary and #77 lds. Ud. extraordinary. 

Poor Jews’ TempogRary SHELTER.-- On Sunday last the monthly meeting of 
the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter was held at the institution, 84, Leman Street, Mr. 
A. Saunders inthe Chair. The report of the Executive Committee waa real and 
vec-ived. Tbe report stated that during the mouth of Febraary 105 inmates were 
passed throngh the iustitution, whose ages varied between 17 and 52 years. There 
were 62 married, and 45 single. 63 followed an occupation, whilst 44 knew no 
trade. 1817 meals were distributed, 209 being on account of the Sabbath Meals 
Society. The increase:in the number of inmates over the corresponding month of 
the previous year was very marked, but the Committee accounted for it by the 
incvease of petty persectifion in Russia and the fear of the proposed Lew laws for 
still further limiting the zove of Jewish domicile in that country,

English Seminary differs essentially from similar institutions on the continent. 
There. in the Rabbinical Schools whether in Breslau, Berlin, Buda-Pesth or 
elsewhere, the students who intend to become Ministers rarely if ever quit 
the walls of their alpia mater without the precious certificate of fitness to 
“teach and judge” IsnagLt. What is the consequence of this difference of 
practice ? That throughout the length and breadth of the British Isles, our 
Jewish clergy are not, in the strict sense of the words, qualified Rabbis 
at all, 

It is absurd on the lace of it, to make Jews’ College responsible for this 
unsatisfactory state of things. Considering its oppertunities, the results 
produced at Tavistock House are creditable in every way. Our clergy have 
steadily advanced until at the present day they form a body of men of whose 
learning, ability and chgracter, the community does well to be proud, All 
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the less, then, is it clear why they are all placed under the disability to which 
we have alluded. Let us realize what it means. No Jewish clergyman, 
outside London, and with one or two exceptions in London itself, has the 
legal right to make a decision on points of Jewish Law! We need not point 
out that we do not allude in this connection to the Shochet, still less to the 
Chazan, but exclusively to the Minister of the highest rank, the Rabbi as he 
would be styled in Germany and other countries. 

The Couneil of Jews’ College has frequently set about devising schemes 
to raise the standard of its educational programme. The granting of the 
Rabbinical Diploma is, we believe, included among its aspirations—hitherto 
unattained. But the Council is always being met by discouragement 
from the general public. The Jews’ College receives little public 
support, and almost no legacies. It is the last institution that our wealthy 
coreligionists think of aidimg. They treat it as though It were no concern 
of theirs who are to be the teachers of their children, the leading represen- 
tatives of their religion. The staff of the College is, in consequence, badly 
paid, and the students compelled to undergo much privation if they seek to 
extend their stay at the College beyond the time covered by their inadequate 
scholarshi 3, 

There can be little doubt, however, that the majority of students would 
willingly bear these trials if the recompense were commensurate. They 
would be content with small salaries, and smaller prospects, if they felt that 
their devotion to theological study brought with tt public recognition, But 
what happens ? We live in an age of examinations ; and no man is admitted 
to a post ot Lnportance unless he ean produce a certificate proving his 
qualification. The only exception to the rule is in the post of Jewish minister 
in this country. ‘There is hardly a man who is not heid to be qualfied for it. 
The candidate may know le 3s of Hebrew grammar than a boy of fourteen in 
the Jews’ College, le may possess less “Tailmadical knowledge than any 
beadle in a Polish Beth Hammidrash, but yet, especially if he las a nice 
Voice, he will stand every bit us rood a chance of accepuaince iis the best of 
trained students. Why then should the latter hesitate to leave that institu- 
tion at the earliest possible moment ? What adequate motive is there to indace 
them to devote years of toil to the ar jilisition of  knowk lee, whieh will not 


weigh SO A har iti estimation the Community is impossible 


that an Huproveirent sali take piace until the Chief Ralsbi definitely and 


finally refuses to allow anyone to become a candidate for the clerical office 
who has not previously obtained the Rabbinical diploma. And it is the duty 
of the community to support both iateriaily and moraiv, the new Chief 
Rabbi in carrying out se vital and necessary a refora.

A truce to such absurdity, Several of our clergy could with ease and

| rapidity obtain the necessary certificate with honours. The teaching staff of 


Jews’ College is as learned and experienced, and the students as capable as 
those of most foreign seminaries. If the community did but speak the word, 
if it were made an instruction to the new Chief Rabbi to refase point blank 
to accept as his colleagues in the ministry any but ordained dyjq,,;,, 
Jews’ College would be equal to the call upon it ; students and staff alike 
would work with a will, and all for the good of the general community, 

Of course, we should not expect so drastic a step to take immediate effec; 
An interval would have to be granted to Jews College to set its house jp 
order for the new state of things. It would be unfair to the ‘present venera. 
tion of students suddenly to compel them to submit to a new test of proticieney. 
But these are all matters of detail, to some of which we may recur. The pr, seni 
anomalous posilion of our clergy must cease. The East-ender who j, 
accustomed to hear sermons whicly consist of long Talmadical dissertations. 
seasoned With Midrashie wit, thinks our English minister a very cultured 
man, no doubt, but would never place hin for an instant on the level of a reg! 
Rabb: or Magwil. The W est-ender, on thre other hand, yreatly adinir our 
minister's Rabbinical learning, bat regards him rather unjustly as somewha: 
wanting in general knowledge. Between the two, what is his position? |;

item 9 Conservative point of view J udaism, defined briely to mean the 
. arvance of the Mosaic Law and its traditional interpretations, entails upon 
ag lowers one paramount duty the preservation of the Jewish people and 
‘" leaish religion. The principle of self-preservation has through cen- 
t Ae ‘mbued Jews with an enduring attachment to the Mosaic Law, an 
- Jyment fully justified by their eventful past, and the promise of a 
Oe ail future. ‘This faith in the Law, this pride in their past history, and 
Gis hope ‘n the future have imposed upon the majority of Jews the duty of 


transmitting 0 their children the trust they have received from their 
arent. How can this duty be best carried out at the present time? Is it 


hy reforming our ritual out of recognition by a foreign Israelite or by 
tinkering the prayer book to the disgust of the orthodox while merely 
«hetting the appetite of the restless? The dispersion of Israel has one 
advantage : experience gained in one part of the world can be advantageously 
atilised in another. If a reform in the new world is good, it can be followed 
9 the old world, if bad it can serve a3 a warning. Can any one say that 
the reformed or deformed services in America deserve to be imitated wholly 
or in part in this country. But let us look nearer home; what has reform done 
‘n this geeat city ? Is a warm interest in a service decorously performed 
to be replaced by a rigrid frigidity ° Is the human voice to be utterly 
suppressed while the organ bellows biows and the organist is the vicarious 
mediator between creature and Creator? 

Is the reform movement a success? Does it attract worshippers,or even an 
swlience in any proportion to the size of the building, does not the organist 
slay and the preacher pray to empty benches? Is it not frequently declared 
‘hat if the decorous orthodox service which obtains in the West of London, 
had prevailed fifty years ago, no secession, no reform would have been 
initiated? 

It bas been stated that the small attendance on Sabbaths at the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue is due to the bad position in which the building 
<situated, and also to the general decline in synagogue attendance in the 
Jewish community. Are there not other reasons for the decline in religious 
observances plainly visible in our community. No doubt something is due 
to the revival of materialistic opinions which already prevailed in the time 
of Maimonides. More mischief is caused by the bad example displayed by 
fathers of families who shrink from the sacrifices to religion which their 
fathers gladly made, but most mischief is caused by placing Jewish children 
in Christian b arding schools, where they are isolated from Jewish intluences 
and consequentiy grow up indifferent to Judaism, indifferent to everything 
but their own reqairements. 

Ail these questions require serious consideration at the present 
juncture. Are we to apply the lessons gained by experience, visib’e 
at our own doors, to the election of a spiritual chief, or are 
we to leave ev ry congregation to try, without let or hindrance, whatever 
experiment the majority may impose ? The minority in such cases have 
rights. They may have founded or joined a synagogue on conditions in- 
compatible with reform ; are they to be driven to separate themselves from 
their fellow congregants from conscientious motives ? It is stated that reli- 
gious customs must progress as we progress in civilisation. Is that a 
logical conclusion if applied to divine laws ? A law ii divine must be appile- 
able and w irthy of observance amid changes and changing circumstances, 
A Jew who wanders from. the paths followed by his ancestors frequently 
justifies himself by reasons deceptive to others and deceptive to himself, 
Let such a man submit himself to one searching enquiry and answer it 
honestly— did he tranegress first or reason first ? 

All these arguments should lead to one result, cease to experiment in 
rituals, give the rising generation the same chance of consistent observance 
Which the past generation enjoyed; employ proper Jewish teachers 
ot rich and poor, choose a spiritual chief who will best unite the 
community and thus preserve. the Jewish faith and the Jewish race 
until that time when a glorious union will extinguish all differences and the 
Redeemer come to Zion with the “remnant of the boly nation.” Judaism, 
ike the gulf stream, preserves its distinctiveness unaffected by partial 
absorption during its course, guided by a wise and benevolent [roy idence, 


DEATH OF DR. LANDSBERGER OF DARMSTADT.

Dr. Julius Landsberger, Rabbi for the Grand Duchy of Hesse Darmstadt, died 
at Darmstadt after a long illness on the 13th inst. He was born at Ziilz in Silesia, 
2 1819, and in 1846, afier having studied at the Universities of Breslau, Berlin, 
‘nd Halle, he obtained at the last-named seat of learning the diploma of Doctor of 
Philosophy, He had held his post of Rabbi since 1859, and last year on the com- 
Pletion of thirty years’ tnure of office he was decorated by the Grand Duke with 
the Philip Order, First Class. Dr. Landsberger particularly devoted himself to 
met of Oriental languages and literature.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

* The Council of the Viennese Jewish Community and the Committee of the 
Israelitish Alliance in the same city have given a banquet to Chief Rabbi Dr. Bloch 
and Prof. Dr. Zucker, members of the Austrian Reichnsrath, in recognition of the 
brilliant manner in which they championed the cause of Jews and Judaism during 
the recent memorable debates in Parliament. 

«- Dr. Julius Fischer, Chief Rabbi of Raab, has, by an overwhelming majority, 
been elected member of the Municipal Council of that town. His popularity among 
Christians is evidenced by the fact that the votes recorded in his favour were mure 
than double the entire number of Jewish e‘ectors, 

Dr, Gruscha’s appointment as Prince Archbishop of Vienna is greeted with 
satisfaction by our Jewish contemporaries in that city. He is strongly opposed to 
the clergy.in his diocese interfering in politics, and particularly to their taking 
part in the anti-Semitic agitation. His connection with the army as Field-Bishop 
taught him to make no distinction between nationalities and religions. 

GERMANY. 

The Council of the Berlin Hebrew Community have voted 90,000 marks for 
the erection of an “ Organ Synagogue ” in the Lindenstrasse. 

Commercial Councillor Cahnheim, who was with one exception the largest 
groond landlord in Berlin, died there on the 6th inst. The late Emperor William 
honoured Herr Cahnbeim with his confidence, and was a frequent visitor at his 
beautiful villa. 

HOLLAND. 


Mr. C. D. Asser, member of the Supreme Judicial Council of the Netherlands, 
died at the Hague on the IIth inst. He wasa native of Amsterdam. He was 
regaricd as one of the greatest authorities on Commercial law, and was one of the 
ablest magistrates in Holland. He took a very active part in Jewish affairs, com- 
mencing as far back as 1835, and was for a considerable number of years President 
of the General Council of the Amsterdam Community and of the Central Committee 
for the Affairs of the Jews in the entire kingdom. Mr. Aeser was Knight of the 
Order of the Netherlands Lion. 

MOROCCO. 


The Sultan has personally paid an indemnity, amounting to 3.250 franes, to the 
family of a Jew who was a short time ago murdered in the neighbourhood of Sus. 
Such a direct act of Justice on the part of the Sultan is an event of infrequent 
occurrence. 

RUSSIA, 

The large and imp*rtant Jewish community in Wilna has no Chief Rabbi, but 

last month it elected Herr Hirsch Spektor as Preasher and President of the

TURKEY. 


The efforts of the members of the Commiitee and the Organisers of 
the Grand Masked Ball at Constantinople on the 2od inst. for the benefit of the 
German-Jewish school in that city, re-ulted in the féte being one of the most 
successful during the winter season. Baron de Calice, the Austro-Hungarian 
Ambas ador, lent his patronage and presence. to the Ball, which was also attended 
by the French Ambassador and the Countess de Montedello, the Roumanian Minister. 
Mrs. Hirsch and Miss Hirsch, wife and danghter of the United States Minis‘er, and 
a number of Secretaries and Attach¢s of Foreign Embassies and Legations, Many 
of the costumes were remarkable for their richness and the elegance of the designs. 
The leading Jewish families were also conspicuous by their presence. 

M. Salomon M. Gesva, of Smyroa, has been appoint d Controller of the Smyrna 
and Carsaba Railway. For the services which he reodered to the British Army of 
occupation in Egypt, the (Queen awarded him a medal and the Khedive a Turkish 
decoration. 

At the installation of the new Gov rnorof Bagiad, Sirri Pasha. both he and 
Achmed Bey, the special representative of the Sultan, as-ured the Chacham Bashi 
and the lay heads of the Jewish community that the Sultan had the best interests 
of the Jews at heart, and that they might always rely on his protection. This 
assurance is hardly in accord with receut events at Bagdad, where several Jews have 
heen sentenced to imprisonment ona trumped up charge arising out of the burial 
of a Rabbi in a Shrine outside the town.

On the 12th inst, the Rev. A. A, Green lectured before the Unitarian Literary 


Society upon “Judaism.” He traced the history of Judaism from the earliest his- 
torical evidences down tothe present time, and explained the nature of the various 
influences which have, from time to time, in their due course, operated upon its 
development. The great distinguishing teachings of Judaism had been “ The Unity 
of God”’and “ The Universality of God.” Neither of these ideas had established 
themselves by electrically communicated association with the pa-t of Israel. Their 
recognition, as we have them now, had been the gradual accomplishment of the 
indomitable perseverance of the enlightened Jew against the native ignorance and 
narrow religious conception of the many. The pure religion of Mo-es had been. 
rescued for us by the life-work of men such as Isaiah, Hosea and Amos, It was a 
mistake to estimate Judaism to-day as a depreciation of former high standards 
which were made practicable by the Palestinian nationality and the Temple service. 
It was on the shoulders of these that modern Juda‘sm had risen, and it was there- 
fore to-day stronger than ever. He illustrated the high ethical teaching of
